showed there was no arbitrary action. 


M ilb u rn ’s Final Appeal. 


In conclusion Mr. Milburn said: 
“This 
com pany 
has 
been 
lintier 
search as no other concern has ever 
been. Tile power of the United States 
governm ent has readied right into the 
vitals of this organization 
“ H ere is an organization that has 
had a continuous life for forty years. 
I don’t say the men in it have never 
done anything wrong. Judge us. I ask 
you, by hum an standards. I have no 
doubt it has done things that it has 
had no right to do. But it has done 
this: 
“ It has fought for the m arketing of 
an American product; to 
the delivery 
of an American product all over the 
Inhabitable globe.
